Grant  Building's  1925  face 
'lifted'  to  1982  testing  center

After  years  away  from  the  center  of  campus  life, 
the  Heber  J.  Grant  Building  will  be  put  back  into 
the  mainstream  this  semester. 

The  Grant  Building  has  undergone  an  extensive 
face  lift  and  is  the  new  home  of  the  testing  center 
and  the  Honors  Program,  said  Douglas  Bush,  uni¬ 
versity  librarian. 

The  building  has  served  many  departn  s 

its  dedication  on  Oct.  16,  1925. 

According  to  the  Physical  Plant  Pictorial  His- 
tory,  the  building  was  originally  a  library  and  was 
named  after  Heber  J.  Grant,  seventh  president  of 
the  LDS  Church,  because  of  his  great  love  for 
books. 

Part  of  the  land  on  the  hill  for  the  building  was 
purchased  from  the  city  of  Provo  by  -the  student 
body.  Students  raised  $664.50  and  the  Provo  City 
Council  unanimously  voted  to  sell  the  land  at  $125 
per  acre. 

Development  of  the  land  started  in  March  1904. 

.  Near  Christmas  in  1907,  the  university  bought 
the  additional  tract  of  land  adjacent  to  Temple  Hill 
at  $1,208  from  thousands  of  small  contributions. 

Ground  breaking  on  this  tract  of  land  began  in 
January  1908,  but  construction  had  not  yet  begun 
specifically  on  the  Grant  Building. 

In  1913,  Annie  L.,  Gillespie,  a  BYU  librarian,  and 
Alice  L.  Reynolds,  a  member  of  the  library  commit¬ 
tee,  talked  with  Franklin  S.  Harris,  president  of 
BYU,  about  the  need  for  a  suitable  library.  The.; 


facility  then  being  used  was  a  room  in  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Building  on  the  lower  campus  with  a  collection 
of  17,050  books  and  25,000  pamphlets. 

The  church  provided  $125,000  to  construct  a  lib¬ 
rary,  the  Grant  Building,  and  $40,000  for  books. 

_  Three.years  after  Gillespie  and  Reynolds  talked 
with  BYU’s  president,  the  ground. breaking  cere¬ 
mony  for  a  23, 133  square  foot  library  was  held.  One 
year  later,  the  building  was  dedicated  by  Eyrum  G. 
Smith,  patriarch,  and  was  named  the  Heber  J. 
Grant  Library. 

Because  the  library  was  built  with  the  idea  that  it 
would  later  be  expanded  on  the  north  side,  a  suit¬ 
able  entrance  was  never  built  on  the  north  end  of 
the  building.  The  expansion  never  took  place  be¬ 
cause  growth  of  the  university  made  it  impractical. 

As  the  student  body  outgrew  the  Grant  Library, 
the  library  was  moved  to  the  site  of  the  current 
library,  which  was  then  known  as  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark  Library. 

Since  its  beginning  as  a  library,  the  Grant  Build¬ 
ing  has  been  used  for  classrooms  and  has  housed  the 
geography  department  on  the  ground  flpor.  The 
second  floor  was  the  forerunner  to  the  Monte  L. 
Bean  Life  Science  Museum,  said  Ed  Haines,  direc¬ 
tor  of  space  utilization. 

The  Testing  Center  now  occupies  the  second 
floor  in  the  Grant  Building  with  overflow  rooms  on 
the  first  floor.  The  Honors  Program  also  has  clas- 
srooms, and  offices  on  the  first  floor. 

This  is  the  first  timethe  building  has  been  remod¬ 
eled  since  its  dedication  in  1925;-  Haines  said.

A  strong  America  is  the  only  hope  for  Russian 
freedom,  and  a  free  Russia  is  America’s  only 
guarantee  of  security,  said  Joseph  Ioffe,  a  former 
Soviet  professor  of  economics. 

Ioffe  was  a  leading  Russian  economist,  author 
and  public  speaker  in  his  native  land  until  he  and  his 
family  immigrated  to  America  in  1978.  He  was  in 
Provo  on  Thursday  as  a  guest  speaker  of  the  Free¬ 
man  Institute. 

When  Ioffe  was  in  Russia,  he  was  a  strong  sup¬ 
porter  of  the  Soviet  socialist  system,  he  said.  His 
father  helped  create  the  collective  farm  system  that 
is  now  the  basis  of  the  Soviet  agricultural  program. 

“But  then  changes  began  to  take  place  in  my 
mind,”  he  said.  Although  these  changes  did  not 
occur  overnight,  he  eventually  came  to  realize  “the 
system”  was  wrong. 

“Marxism  sounds  good,”  Ioffe  said,  “but  it  is  only 

Ioffe  said  he  decided  to  apply  for  immigration. 
“To  apply  is  dangerous  —  you  apply  for  the  West 
and  they  can  send  you  to  the  East  and  then  no  one 
can  help  you,”  he  said. 

The  people  of  Russia  are  being  held  in  a  “hos¬ 
tage”  situation,  Ioffe  said.  “Don’t  confuse  Russia 
and  the  Soviet  Union,”  he  said. 

Quoting  Russian  writer  Alexander  Solzhenitsyn, 
Ioffe  said,  “Russians  are  related  to  the  Soviets  as  a 
man  is  related  to  the  disease  that  afflicts  him.” 

Soviet  aggression  is  grounded  in  the  economy, 
Ioffe  said.  “If  you  go  into  Siberia  and  dig  under  the 
dirt  of  the  cities  and  the  industry,  you  will  find  the 
bones  of  millions,”  he  said.  The  Soviet  economy  has 
been  built  at  the  cost  of  millions  of  lives. 

Ioffe  listed  several  things  he  said  would  help  to 
contribute  to  a  free  Russia.  He  said  America  should 
impose  economic  sanctions,  not  allow  the  Soviets  to’ 
receive  advanced  technology  and  not  allow  the 
Soviets  to  buy  anything  on  credit. 

“I  don’t  want  war,  but  you  must  have  a  strong 
military,”  Ioffe  said. 

The  Soviets  must  be  stopped  from  expanding 
even  ifit  means  “cutting  off  a  finger  in  order  to  save 
the  hand,”  he  said. 

Ioffe  said  the  West  is  trying  tobuy  peace  through 
concessions.  “No  more  talks  —  give  up  this  wishful 
thinking.  The  Soviet  mentality  is,  ‘If  you  are 
strong,  you  are  safe.  If  you  are  weak,  you  are 
nothing,’  ”  he  said. 

Even  the  Soviet  leaders  realize  their  system  does 
not  work,  Ioffe  said.  “There  are  no  true  believers 
left.  Even  the  leaders  are  not  free,”  he  said. 

Ioffe  said  he  came  to  this  country  in  order  to.  help 
his  people.  He  said  he  is  asking  for  the  American 
people  to  “support  the;  enslaved  peoples  of  Russia

BRYANTSVILLE,  Ky.  (AP)  —  Nelson  Bunker 
Hunt  is  known  to  many  as  a  Texas  billionaire  who 
made  his  fortune  in  oil,  but  he  has  also  achieved 
fame  in  thoroughbred  racing  circles  as  the  owner  of 
Bluegrass  Farm. 

Hunt’s  characteristic  black  fences  and  barns  and 
green  signs  can  be  spotted  throughout  his  7,500- 
acre  estate,  a  diversified  conglomeration  of  farms 
scattered  through  parts  of  seven  central  Kentucky 
counties. 

The  prime  farmland  cost  Hunt  between  $15  mil¬ 
lion  and  $20  million.  More  than  half  the  land  has 
been  purchased  in  the  last  three  years,  with  the 
latest  acquisition  a  900-acre  tract  near  Paris  in 
Bourbon  County. 

Hunt  has  been  involved  in  the  horse  industry  for 
more  than  15  years,  but  only  in  the  last  decade  has 
focused  his  attention  and  money  on  his  horses,  beef 
cattle  and  crops,  said  Larry  Richardson,  37,  who 
manages  Bluegrass  Farm. 

While  Richardson  says  he  has  never  seen  his  boss 
atop  a  horse,  that  doesn’t  mean  he  doesn’t  know

al  thoroughbred  industry  have  prompted  Hunt  to 
boost  investments  in  N.B.  Hunt,  Special  (Horse) 
Division,  Bluegrass  Farm. 

“Mr.  Hunt  has  no  master  plan  for  buying  up 
central  Kentucky  land,”  Richardson  says.  “But 
when  he  buys  a  property  he  likes  —  and  he’s  paying 
a  minimum  of  $2,000  for  an  acre  of  Kentucky  land  — 
he’ll  run  it  like  a  major  company.” 

Richardson  said  Hunt  hopes  to  develop  his  1,700- 
acre  Garrard  County  farm,  near  Bryantsville  at  the 
intersection  of  Kentucky  34  and  U.S.  27,  into  a 
model  for  his  horse  division./ 

About  170  of  Bluegrass  Farm’s  500  thorough¬ 
breds  reside  at  the  Garrard  farm,  'whose  black 
fences  and  barns  and  green  signs  are  Hunt’s 
trademark.  The  horses  are  taken  there  as  6-month- 
old  weanlings. 

“They’re  bora  in  Lexington,  where  we  keep  our 
mares,  and  brought  here  to  be  developed  into  yearl¬ 
ings  before  they’re  sent  to  trainers  in  the  U.S,, 
Canada,  Europe  and  Australia,”  says  Richardson. 
The  horses  are  privately  sold  through  syndication. 

Valued  at  an  average  of  $100,000  each,  the  bay, 
brown  and  chestnut  weanling  colts  and  fillies  are 
practically  pampered  into  adulthood,  Richardson 
says.  “We  assign  one  man  to  every  10  horses  and 
they  check,  on  them  each  day,  making  sure  they’re 
fed,  clean  and  healthy.” 

Richardson  .supervises  i00  laborers  at  Hunt’s 
seven  farms,  with  30  of  them  assigned  to  the.  Gur- 
rard  County  farm. 

Bluegrass  Far*  jobs  are.  “apparently  real-popu-, 
lar  among  the  local  people,  ’  Richardson  says. 
“From  the  number  of  applications  we  have  on  file  at 
our  office,  in  Lexington,  we  could  easily  have  250 
men  working  at  the  Garrard  farm  alone.
